TRAVELLING HEALTH CLINIC 
STARTS SEASON 


Wilford A. Hemnger’s Car Stolen 


The travelling clinic under the dir¬ 
ection of the Alberta Department of 
Health which has rendered splendid 
service in many outlying sections of 
the province during the past 2 years 
has started on its itinerary for the 
1929 season during the past week. 
Some 34 centres will be visited and 
the doctors, dentists and nurses in 
attendance will follow up the work 
which has been done in advance by 
the inspection staff of public health 
nurses through rural schools. The 
clinic will again be in charge of Dr. 
R. T. Washburn, Medical Superintend 
ent of the University Hospital. Dr. 
Margaret Owens, the first women 
doctor employed by the Department of 
Health is a member of the clinic staff 
and will pay particular attention to 
the treatment of women and children. 
Included in the party also will be Dr. 
A. E. Haycock. Provincial Institional 
Dentist; Dr.H. E. Gilchrist of the Un¬ 
iversity of Alberta ami four trained 
nurses.

LABOUR PLACEMENT INDICAT* 
INDUSTRIAL GROWTH 


Indicative of the industrial growth 
in Alberta during the last year is the 
preliminary report submitted during 
the past week by Walter Smitten, 
Commissioner of Labour. Total place 
ments througii the provincial employ¬ 
ment service numbered more than2,- 
000 over the previous year’s figures. 
Employees under the Factories Act 
in the male section increased by24 per 
cent, and in the female section by 32 
per cent, over the preceding year. 

Of vacancies for males reported 99.2 
per cent, were filled and of male ap- 
plicatants 89.2 per cent, were placed, 
corresponding figures for female ein- 
tdnvmeiit lieim: 84.2 per cent, and 90.6
